The people of Missouri 
Ltkc a whirlwind in its fury 
Without judge and jury 
Drove the Saints and spilt their 
blood. 
The bitter lines, written by 
n 
M ornon poet, recall the 
tragic 
“Mormon w ar" in Missouri 
and 
the final expulsion of the “Saints" 
from the State in 1638-39. 
No less closely associated with 
their expulsion and with the bit­ 
terness of the Mormon conflict in 
Missouri, 
is 
Governor 
Boggs’ 
famous “extermination order" of 
October 
27. 
1838, 
ninety-nine 
years ago this week. 
This which 
h id its basis in a letter 
of 
that 
date written by Governor Boggs 
to General J. B. C. Clark, stated: 
", . , The Mormons must be trea t­ 
ed as enemies and must be 
ex­ 
term inated or driven 
from 
the 
state if necessary for the public 
food." 
These words of Governor Boggs, 
which have frequently been 
in­ 
terpreted by historians as a form ­ 
al “exterm ination 
order," 
with 
the above quoted lines of a M or­ 
mon poet, are expressive of 
the 
bitterness of the religious feeling, 
sectarian fanaticism, 
intolerance, 
and terrorism and organized w ar­ 
fare which entered into the Mor­ 
mon 
conflict 
in 
Missouri 
and 
which have prevented a 
wholly 
unbiased understanding by 
Mis­ 
sourians of this strange chapter 
In their history. 
Seven years previous to 
Gov­ 
ernor Boggs’ famous order, 
the 
tragic chapter of Mormonism in 
Missouri had had 
its 
beginning 
with the establishment of the first 
Mormon settlem ent 
in 
Jackson 
county in 1831. Seven years later, 
after as many years of interm itt­ 
en t conflict, the pitiful 
chapter 
was brought to a close when 
the 
thousands of Mormons, no long­ 
er perm itted residence within the 
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State, were forced by the 
action 
of Governor Boggs to take up an 
involuntary exile which was 
to 
end only at Salt Lake. 
Among the factors 
responsible 
for 
the 
open 
hostility 
which 
broke out between the Mormons 
and the Missourians 
two 
years 
after the migration of the former 
to Jackson county from Kirtland, 
Ohio, in 1831, under the 
leader­ 
ship of 
their 
prophet, 
Joseph 
Smith, were the close unity w ith­ 
in the Mormon organization 
of 
church and state, their opposition 
to the institution of slavery 
and 
their zealous propagation of Mis­ 
souri as the new Jerusalem and 
of Independence as the new Zion. 
Contrary to popular belief, poly­ 
gamy piayed no part in the Mor­ 
mon troubles in Missouri. 
The removal of 
the Mormons 
from 
Jackson 
county 
resulted 
from an indignation meeting held 
against them at the county court­ 
house, July 20, 
1833, 
at 
which 
time the Mormons num bered 1,- 
200 or about one 
third 
of 
the 
total population. 
Ordered by the 
citizens to move, 
the Mormons 
failed to comply, whereupon open 
hostilities 
broke 
out between 
them and the Missourians. 
In the 
fall, a mob attacked a 
Mormon 
settlement on the Big Blue, des­ 
troyed several houses and flogged 
num ber of 
settlers. 
Repeated 
acts of lawlessness finally led to 
a “battle” on November 4, after 
which the Mormons, outnum ber­ 
ed, agreed to move 
north 
into 
Clay county. 
Here, after three years of com­ 
parative peace, the name causes 
which drove the Mormons 
from 
Jackson county, forced their 
re­ 
moval from Clay county in 1836. 
In this year, the legislature, hop­ 
ing to settle the Mormon question 
peaceably, created Caldwell coun­ 
ty with the 
understanding 
that 
the Mormons should go there and 
stay. 
The 
Mormons, 
however; 
after establishing new headquar­ 
ters in the county at Far 
West, 
greatly augum ented 
their 
n u m ­ 
bers and within two years were 
spreading 
into 
Carroll 
and 
Daviess counties. 
In the latter county, where the 
flourishing 
Mormon 
settlement 
soon came to be regarded 
as 
a 
rival to Gallatin, the county seat, 
the situation reached a crisis in 
the sum m er of 1838. 
In the elec­ 
tions of August 8 of that year, a t­ 
tem pts were made to prevent the 
Mormons from voting 
with 
the 
result that the 
“ Mormon 
w ar” 
again 
burst 
into 
flames. 
One 
hundred and fifty Mormons u n ­ 
der Smith and Regdon hastened 
to Gallatin from Far West while 
the “Mormon Militia” of Caldwell 
county prepared to take the field. 
By September, a state 
of 
civil 
war existed with rival bands on 
both sides 
marauding, 
pillaging 
and burning. 
Affairs 
were 
brought 
to 
a 
climax in October 
by 
Governor 
Boggs’ orders to 
officers 
com­ 
manding the State 
militia 
that 
the Mormons “ be 
exterm inated 
or driven from the state if neces­ 
sary for the public good” and by 
the tragic occurrence, three days 
later, of the massacre 
of 
some 
seventeen 
Mormons 
at 
H nun’s 
Mill by a mob 
of 
Missourians. 
The lives of the Mormon leaders 
who were taken at F ar West were 
spared only by the hum anity 
of 
Colonel 
Alexander 
Doniphan, 
who flatly refused to 
carry 
out 
the orders of his superior officer 
to shoot them. 
The Mormons shortly afterw ard 
were forced to sign 
an 
agree­ 
ment to leave Missouri and by the 
spring of 1839 were gone 
from 
the State, thus bringing to a con­ 
clusion one of the bitterest chap 
ters in Missouri history.

American Wildlife Institute

the advent of the hunting season. 
“Firearm fatalities in the Un­ 
ited States decreased from 3.120 
in 1930 to 2,854 in 1935—the last 
year figures are 
available 
from 
the Vital Statistics 
Division 
of 
the Census Bureau,” points 
out 
Henry P. Davis, Secretary of the 
Institute. 
“The sharpest decreases 
came 
about in the hunting months 
of 
October, November and 
Decem­ 
ber, indicating that sportsmen as 
a whole are becoming more care­ 
ful. 
For instance 
in 
October, 
1930, there were 347 deaths from 
gunshot 
wounds. 
The

month In 1935 there were 
only 
304, or 43 
less.

1935, firearm fatalities decreased 
from 484 to 414, or 74 less,

the December, 1935 fatalities were 
338, or exactly 100 less than for 
the same month five years earlier.
